Sri Aurobindo was very emphatic in stating that only he could 
write truly about himself; but he never wrote any comprehen- 
sive or systematic account of his life. Only in his correspon- 
dence with his disciples and others he sometimes explained 
points by incidentally referring to some event in his own life 
or some experience in his own Yogic development. Also on 
a few occasions he corrected misleading statements concern- 
ing him published in some journals and books and gave notes 
about some points in his life to three of his biographers who 
had submitted their manuscripts to him for verification. All 
this material has been compiled and presented in a systema- 
tic arrangement.

LETTERS ON YOGA

The greater part of the vast body of Sri Aurobindo’s letters, 
mostly to his disciples, was written during the years 1930 to 
1938. 

This yoga accepts the value of cosmic existence and holds 
it to be a reality: its object is to enter into a higher Truth- 
Consciousness or Divine supramental Consciousness in which 
action and creation are the expression not of ignorance and 
imperfection, but of the Truth, the Light, the Divine Ananda. 
But for that, surrender of the mortal mind, life and body to 
that Higher Consciousness is indispensable, since it is too dif- 
ficult for the mortal human being to pass by its own effort 
beyond mind to a supramental Consciousness in which the dy- 
namism is no longer mental but of quite another power. Only 
those who can accept the call to such a change should enter 
into this yoga.

COLLECTED POEMS 


Sri Aurobindo always gave as much importance to the poet 
in him as to any other aspect of his personality. Even in his 
teens the Muse had drawn from him the perfect note, at once 
exquisite and grand, with apt imaginative suggestion running 
from phrase to phrase. Sri Aurobindo has done three exceed- 
ingly rare things. First, he has to his credit a bulk of excel- 
lent blank verse. Add to it a large number of sublime or de- 
licate shorter pieces, mostly in rhyme, and an epic of consi- 
derable length which, like a few short compositions, exploits 
a medium that has eluded English poets: quantitative metre. 
Quantitative metre, rendered natural to the specific genius of 
the English language, is the second outstanding achievement 
of his. The third is the laying bare of a rhythmic life beyond 
the ranges of inspired consciousness to which we have been 
so far accustomed — mystical and spiritual utterance from 
“planes” of inspiration more high and wide and intense than 
any usually found in the major poets — “planes” tapped with 
some freedom only by the Vedas, the Upanishads and the Gita.
